W ashington, July 9.—John Skelton 
Williams, assistant secretary of tho 
treasury, who repreesnted Secretary 
McAdoo at the closing of the First- 
Second National bank, of Pittsburgh, 
declared that the institution had been 
“seriously mismanaged and the extent 
of the mismanagement would bo Ut- 
ternilned by the department of Jus­ 
tice.” 
United States Attorney Jordon, at 
Pittsburgh, and a special agent of the 
department of justice, probably will 
make the contemplated inquiry. 
Officials are now giving particular 
attention to the discrepancy between 
the sworn reto rt to the comptroller of 
the currency, on June 4, and the finan­ 
cial 
statem ent It published In the 
Pittsburgh newspapers. The report to 
the comptroller showed nearly $2,069,- 
OOO in rediscounts, or borrowed mon 
ey, hut that item was omitted from 
the published statement. The national 
bank act requires the publication of 
the statem ent in the form submitted 
to the comptroller. 
Treasury official* reiterated 
their 
confidence that the general banking 
condition in Pittsburgh and the entire 
country was sound and strong and 
that th© failure of the First-Second 
National bank was simply the collapse 
of a weak spot, due. a - they phrased it, 
to “ unsound banking.” 
It developed that the treasury de­ 
partm ent offered the solvent Pitts­ 
burgh banks $5,000,000 of government 
deposits to meet any emergency, but 
that the offer was declined, because 
the banks we’re in a position to meet 
the situation. 
The entire c a p i t a ! and surplus of the 
First-Second, amounting to $5,550,000, 
has p r o b a b l y been wiped out, but of­ 
ficers of the bank have assured th© 
government that depositors will all be 
paid in full or nearly in full.

APPROVES AUTO ACT 


Increases Registration Fee In Penn­ 
sylvania and Provides Regulations. 
Harrisburg, Ba., July 9.—The an­ 
nouncement was made bere that Gov­ 
ernor Tenor had approved the Hack­ 
man automobile bill, a general motor 
vehicle act. 
It increases the registration fee for 
plea sure vehicles of 35 to 50 borne-1 
power from $10 to $15, and for ve­ 
hicles of 50 horse power aud over from 
$15 to $20. 
It also provides a ayr.tem of fees 
for automobile trucks ranging from $5 
for those of less than 4o*>u pounds 
freight of load ami vehicle to $23 for 
24,000 pounds, the latter being the 
maximum weight allowed. The width 
of 
motor vehicles is limited to 90, 
Inches, except ’busses In cities, which 
may he IOO Inches wide. 
Registration fees after July I shall 
be one-half the yearly rate. The mini­ 
mum limit in built-up sections where 
“Danger, Run Slow,” aigns are erect­ 
ed is increased from twelve to fifteen 
miles an hour. 
The bill provides a general code for 
operation of motor vehicles based on 
the experience of the state highway 
departm ent’s automobile division In 
the last two years.

Negotiations Between Men and Rail. 


roads Fail—No Arbitration Call Is 
Made. 


New York, July 9.—Fifty-two east­ 
ern railroads now face a strike of 
nearly 100,000 trainmen and conduc­ 
tors as a result of the total collapse 
of the pence conference which has 
been Juggling with the gage of battle 
for the last six months. Ninety-four 
per cent of the conductors and train­ 
men have voted to strike. 
The question of whether or not a 
strike that will affect 50,000 miles of 
railroad will actually he called will 
be determined Saturday, when a meet 
ing of the general committee of the 
conductors and trainmen of the roads 
affected will be held in New York, lf 
these conin itteemen vol** at that meet­ 
ing for a strike the strike will be 
called. 
It was said that if a strike was 
(ailed only a few days would ( lapse 
between the time of th** announce­ 
m ent and the actual walkout. 
The conference at which the vote 
was announced was that of the con­ 
ference 
committee of managers of 
eastern railroads and a committee rep­ 
resenting the Order of Railroad Con­ 
ductors and the Brotherhood of Hail 
road Trainmen. The counting of the 
vote resulted as follows: For a strike, 
70,683; against a strike, 421M. 
When the conference convened the 
Erie railroad announced that it had 
withdrawn from the proceedings, on 
the ground that it would be unable to 
meet any advance which might result. 
This practically Invites a strike on 
that road. 
The Urie statement, signed by J. C. 
Stuart, vice president, says in part: 
“Similar 
proceedings in th** past 
have resulted in increased wages, and 
while it may be possible for some 
roads to meet these increases, the 
Erie railroad is not in position to do 
so at present. The wage increase de 
mantled amounts to 25 per cent, or a 
total annua! cost, on th** basis of pres­ 
ent figures, of practically $1,200,000.*’ 
The Erie says it is willing to con 
sider wages and conditions of individ­ 
uals but will not agree to an> general 
Increase to any class of employes at 
the sacrifice of needed safely appli­ 
ances and improved equipment. 
The Increase in wages asked for 
averaged shout 20 per cent per annum, 
or about $17,000,000. 
Among other tilings the demands 
included: 
Pay of conductors on electric and 
tteam trains filed at 2.9«> c* nts a mile; 
baggagemen, 1.87 a mile; flagmen or 
rear brakemen, 1.80; brakemen, 1.74. 
These figures are for runs of 155 
miles or more. 
On shorter runs con 
ductors to get $4.50 a day; baggage 
men, $2.90 a day; 
rear brakemen, 
$2.50, and brakemen, $2.70. 
Trainmen to be paid overtime for 
■bori train runs of more than eight 
hours. 
Minimum 
wages 
fixed at $135 a 
month for conductors. $87 for baggage. 
men, IM for rear brakemen and $81 
for brakemen. 
Hates fixed for the freight service 
pa follows: 
Through and irregular 
freight conductors, 4 in rents a mile; 
flagmen, 2.81 cents, and brakemen, 2.78 
tents. 
In all freight, mixed and min** ser­ 
vice, including pusher or helper ser­ 
vice, intl miles or less, ten hours or 
less, shall constitute a day's work; 
on runs of 1**0 miles or less, overtime 
shall l*e* paid for all time in excess 
of ten hours, and on runs or more than 
IOO miles overtime shall be paid for 
that time used in excess of the time 
necessary to complete the trip at an 
average speed of ten miles an hour. 
The working time of trainmen shall 
begin at the time they are required to 
roport for duty.

so interesting. They are usually intel!! 
gent men and work together \ et there 
is one thing they all lose sight of or 
disregard- th e fact that they are al­ 
ways caught in the end. 
The most Interesting sui, rise I ever 
encountered was In unearthing one of 
these counterfeiting gangs 
I say stir- 
prise, for it was no credit to me that 
I made the discovery 
indeed, had I 
unt made a criminal of myself I should 
never have got on to them. 
I was put 
on the east* in this way: Some counter­ 
feit twenty dollar bills were being put 
into clreuIntlou. They seemed to come 
to the surface in a small town in Kan­ 
sas and drift eastward 
At any rate. 
one of them was traced to this place, 
a rid I was sent out there to investi­ 
gate. 
There is always a difference In 
towns, some tieing inhabited in tile 
main by good, religions i**ople. others 
being notoriously bad. 
N.. the point 
whore the counterfeit hill came from. 
was neither go<*d nor bad. tint not long 
t»efore tny arrival a party had begun 
to assemble every evening to play 
poker.

State Z oologic Surface Receives Re­ 
ports from Various Sections. 


State Zoologist IL A. Surface, who 
has been receiving reports of the con­ 
dition of the fruit crops the last few* 
weeks, says that the frosts of April 
20 and May IO were so 
severe 
that 
in many sections of the State the ap­ 
ple, pear and peach crops will be only 
a small part of what they 
were 
in 
1912. Some of the orchards will not 
have one fifth of their annual 
yield 
and in others only the fact that trees 
had been kept in good condition will 
cause them to be 
productive 
at all. 
Dr. Surface 
says 
that 
his 
reports 
cover some of the best apple growing 
counties and that the late cold snaps 
will cause loss of hundreds of dollars 
and that a number of orchards which 
have just begun to bear 
will 
make 
very small returns on the investment 
this year.
